Budget Process 


Gets Underway 


It's budget time again at town 
hall, and the usual preliminary 
proceedings attendant to the 
annual practice are following 
the usual lines. 

Department heads have made 
their annual request in the full 
knowledge that they won’t 
receive all they have asked for, 
and the town manager and his 
assistant are examining the 
figures. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin is currently in the 
process of putting together all 
the departmental requests and 
preparing to present a 
preliminary budget request for 
the 1975 fiscal year, to the 
selectmen and finance com- 
mittee some time in December. 

The provisions of the charter, 
which had called for presenta- 
tion of budgets by Dec. 1 of 
every year, has been changed 
due to the new fiscal year 
schedule, but Town Manager 
Austin reports he will try to 
adhere to the former schedule 
as nearly as possible, thus a 
budget presentation can be ex- 
pected in December, as usual. 

To date, Assistant Town 
Manager Sheldon Cohen has 
been examining departmental 
requests and putting them in 
order tor Austin’s perusal. 

No firm figures have been es- 
tablished as yet, and probably 
won't be available for some 
lume, but as can be anticipated 
costs are increased in most all 
departments, simply due to 
current economic times, the 
manager reports. 

What is consoling in the 
budget building process is the 
amount of free cash available 
for consideration next year 

The town has $1,787,391 in 
free cash certified, which is the 
largest in the town’s history 
lhe total amount is reduced by 
$37,800 which was appropriated 
el the October town meeting 
this yeat 


Some of this will be applied to 
reducing the 1975 tax rate, when 
town meeting rolls around next 
spring. 

Also being evaluated by the 
administrators is the amount of 
federal and state aid available 
to the town this past year. 

Town Manager Austin said 
this week, that a cursory 
review of the amount of state

Area Educators Meet 
On In-Service Programs 


Improving the quality of educa- 
tion each year at each school is 
the goal of 20 area educators who 
met Monday, Nov. 11 at the 
Merrimack Education Center in 
Chelmsford. Known as the 
regional In-Service Commission, 
the group includes one represen- 
tative from each of the 20 
Northern Middlesex County 
towns served by MEC. 

At Monday’s meeting, plans 
were made for a series of in- 
service education programs for 
area teachers and administrators 
which will be offered this spring. 
Since the Commission came into 
being late in 1971, more than 80 


‘courses have been given to 


almost 2300 faculty members 
from local schools. These 
courses are offered in the fall as 
well as in the spring every year. 
According to Dr. Richard J. 
Lavin, Director of MEC, the in- 
service courses are always 
planned in response to an annual 
Needs Assessment of the par- 
ticipating schools taken by MEC. 
Sach year the 6000 participating 
educators are asked to fill out a 
form on which they indicate the 
areas of most interest to them. 
The results are fed into a com- 
puter at Boston College which 
summarizes them. This sum- 
mary is then used by the In- 
Service Commission to decide 
what courses will be offered to 
teachers and administrators. 

in the latest Needs Assess- 

ment, the participating 
educators placed a top priority 
on learning about successful 
practices of other teachers. This 
was followed closely by their 
desire to improve the education 
of underachieving students and to 
learn how to recognize learning 
disabilities in children. 

Diagnosing pupil needs, using 
instructional innovations and up- 
dating curriculum were other 
areas which interested the 
teachers and administrators sur- 
veyed. This year a special Needs 
Assessment was also taken in the 
area of special education because 
of the efforts now being made to 
implement the state’s new law 
(known as Chapter 766) which in- 
tegrates students with physical, 
mental or behavioral hadicaps 
into regular classrooms. 

The results of this Needs 
Assessment closely paralleled 
the general one with the educa- 
tion of underachieving students, 
recognition of learning dis- 
abilities and diagnosing pupil 
needs as the top three priorities. 

Each of the courses which will 
be set up in the spring in response 
to the Needs Assessment will be 
customized for the teachers and 
principals who enroll and offered 
at a central location convenient 
to all those taking the course. 
Participants have the option of 
receiving graduate credit at

Fitchburg State College. 

This fall 296 teachers are 
enrolled in eight in-service 
courses which are being held in 
Westford, Methuen, Chelmsford, 
Woburn, Lawrence, North An- 
dover, and Danvers.

Cohen said today’s session will

As for his representative 
Cohen said he is 


enthusiastic about the opportuni- 
‘ty to serve Andover, and has had 
meetings at the State House on 
Monday and Tuesday of this week 
to prepare for the convening of 
the legislative session in 
January. 


One of the meetings concerned 


a new bill dealing with the reim- 


bursement of funds to cities and 
towns under the new Chapter 766 
program. 

Cohen met Monday with of- 
ficials of the Department of 
Education reviewing proposals of 
a new bill facing the ’75 session 
which would provide for payment 
of funds to communities on a 
somewhat monthly basis, or 
when due, rather than waiting for 
spring payments. 

The bill would change the 
structure of how the state reim- 
burses towns and cities. It 
provides for more immediate 
payment, rather than waiting or 
anticipating the funds. 

Another bill, along the same 
lines, would provide for other 
education funds being paid to 
towns and cities when due, rather 
than within the cherry sheet 
allotments, as is current prac- 
tice. 

On Tuesday, Cohen met with 
officials on a child advocacy bill 
which would open up the courts 
to have children involved in 
probate matters represented. 

As matters stand in a divorce 
case, for instance, parents are 

represented individually, but 
the child has no representation. 
Provisions of a new bill would 
change that. - 

In general, Cohen said, he has 
been and will continue to meet 
with legislative leaders, in an ef- 
fort to be a working represen- 
tative when the session begins in 
January. 

He said he wants to be 
prepared to go to work and will 
be visiting the state house 
regularly and meeting with old 
friends in many state offices. 
Cohen, a graduate of University 
of Massachusetts, Amherst, has 
several classmates who are now 
in state governmental position, 
including the House Speaker

‘‘When a local town govern- 
ment attempts to deny citizens 
their right to pursue elective of- 
fice,’ Arthur G. Ahern, 33 
Wildrose Drive, wrote this 
week, ‘‘a minor appointment 
becomes a major matter. 

“When the governing board 
compounds the travesty by 
pushing aside sincere petitions 
to serve in favor of a selection 
which in a manner of speaking 
‘came out of the woods,’ then 
citizens of good conscience 
must be concerned and outrag- 
ed. This constitutes a thankless 
slap in the face to the original 
applicants and brings one to 
wonder how deeply a psuedo 
sophistication has eroded the 
true values in the Town of An- 
dover. 

‘In full awareness that the 
final selection may have 
already been made in a 
backdoor process, I publicly 
place my name in nomination 
for the School Committee 
vacancy for the following 
reasons: 


“1. Lam adamantly opposed 
to the selectmen’s limitations 
on the candidate’s inherent 
rights. 

“2. In fairness, I feel that a 
person's right to be critical 
should be matched with his 
willingness to serve. 

“3. By public disclosure of 
intent and protest lay open a 
recourse to justice which will 
be clearly defined.” 

Ahern closed by saying he 
would be ‘‘most happy”’ to pre- 
sent his ‘‘professional creden- 
tials and discuss my 
pedagogical and philosophical 
beliefs with any selectmen in- 
terested enough to inquire.”’

and federal funds received by 
Andover this past year was 
remarkable and proved to b 
not only an assist to the loca 
taxpayers this past year, bub” 
also for the fiscal planning if 
1975. 

Financial aid was particular 
ly encouraging in the area o 
educational costs, where stat 
funds were increased durin 
this past year and proved ~ 
beneficial to reducing the ul-— 
timate cost of public educatio 
to Andover taxpayers. 

Among the considerations 
which will have a definite effect 
on the budgets for the year © 
ahead, and over which the com- 
munity has no control, will be 
utility costs. 

As every homeowner, is 
aware, the cost of power, as 
well as fuel, have increased 
sharply and every evidence is 
that the town must plan for con- 
tinued increases in this area. 

This will be taken into con- 
sideration as 1975 budget plan- 
ning proceeds. 

Also, salaries will increase, 
either through normal step in- 
creases through contractural 
agreements, or future con- 
siderations in collective 
bargaining procedures. 

The cost-of-living guidelines, 
as used in the past, however, 
will not necessarily be the norm 
in the year ahead, ad- 
ministrators point out. 

Another problem facing local 
officials in the 1975 budget plan- 
ning process is what the state 
will be doing in the year ahead 
as far as reimbursements are 
concerned. 

Gov.-elect Michael Dukakis 
has already given gloomy 
predictions regarding the state © 
budget in the year ahead, and © 
this will have an effect on * 
municipal financial planning.

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The New District 


Andover’s new representative Gerald Cohen faces a 
formidable task as he begins his new legislative duties. 

While his term does not officially begin until January, 
he has taken up his duties already, making state house 
visits this past week and already receiving some calls 
from constituents. 

But, while normal working at the task of being An- 
dover’s first and only representative on Beacon Hill 
should prove demanding, Cohen faces a further problem 
regarding his continued service to the community. 

The new district, is of a temporary nature, since the 
voters approved of a house cut in the election last week, 
which will result in another redistricting. 

Thus, while any office holder is aware of the tem- 
porary nature of the office, being subject to the decision 
of the voters every two years, the Andover seat seems 
even more perilous. 

But, if Cohen carries through on the effort displayed 


during his campaign, there is evidence that Andover | 


may not be hurt badly in any further redistricting. 

Based on past performance, it is difficult at best to es- 
timate how the legislature will eventually carve up the 
State in the redictricting process. 

But with the Democrats in power, and Cohen a party 
member representing Andover, there could be leverage 
to allow this community to retain sufficient power to 
maintain a seat on Beacon Hill. 

A natural alignment would be the towns of Andover 
and North Andover, the latter having a majority vote in 
the Democrat columnn. 

There has been speculation that North Andover’s 
Representative James P. Hurrell, is eyeing the state 
Senate seat held by James P. Rurak should the 
Haverhill legislator decide to retire. 

This, of course, is speculative at this point. 

But it is something that Mr. Cohen and his con- 
stitutents must be aware of in the months ahead. 

Andover, having fought to obtain proper representa- 
tion, must once again go into battle to retain an ade- 
quate and forceful voice at the state house. 

We trust the new representative is aware of this as he 
begins his well-earned new duties. 


The Vacancy 


For those who have doubts as to how the selectmen 
are going about the business of filling the vacancy on 
the school committee, it should probably be pointed out 
that the members are displaying a talent of non- 
involvement in school department policy. 

The vacancy, created by the resignation of John 
Wragg is to be filled through statutory direction, which 
results in the selectmen holding an upper hand in the ul- 
timate choice, acting in unanimity as they are obviously 
going to do. 

Despite what some school committee people may 
offer, there is wrangling and differences of opinion on 
the board. 

The selectmen apparently want no part of entering 
into educational philosophy, and noted early in the 
proceedings that they would seek a person who could 
possibly offer a moderating influence on the committee. 

Their choice is William Van Washburn, who will be 
elected next Tuesday night. 

As for their insistence that the appointee not be a can- 
didate for election in March, this is a matter over which 
the selectmen actually have no control. 

They have asked that the appointee not be a can- 
didate, but that does not bar the person from changing 
his mind when the March election rolls around. 

The temporariness of the appointment, valid only un- 
til the next annual municipal election, also contributes 
some to the requisites of the selectmen. 

Why give a person the advantage of incumbency 
through appointment on a position which rightfully 
belongs to the electorate in general? 

We rather think the selectmen are moving in the 
proper direction in setting up the standard for appoint- 
ment, and possibly, without realizing it, leaving the 
school department direction where it properly belongs, 
with the voters next March. 


The Election 


We would be remiss, if we did not offer a con- 
gratulatory comment to Andover voters and candidates 
for their exemplary participation in the Democratic 
process a week ago (the word Democratic being purely 


academic at this point.) 


The turnout of 72 per cent of Andover voters under 
less than the best in weather conditions was excellent 
and a firm display of interest in good governmental 


process. 


As for the Andover campaign for representative, we 
were particularly impressed with the high level of the 
activity between the three men seeking voter appeal. 

It was purely a case of it being unfortunate that two 
persons had to lose, based on their campaign effort and 
sincere display of interest in serving Andover.

Susan Hopley, daughter of Mr.

Study of flood control planning in 
Southern Vermont through an 
Environmental Geology course

Miss Bessie Punchard 
Goldsmith, a name synonymous 
with Andover, died Saturday at 


the age of 92, at Stevens Hall.

Born in Andover, at the house 
where she lived for many years, 
60 Klm Street, Nov. 21, 1882, she 
was the daughter of Joanna 
Bailey and William G.

Dr. Joseph Hart, Chairman of 
the Merrimack Valley Health 
Plunning Council, Ine. has an- 
nounced the appointment of 
Richard W. Teele of Merrimac as 
Chairman of the Regional Health 
Planning Committee 


Mr. Teele, Trustee and 
member of the Executive Com 
mittee of he Council, is 
Treasurer and Clerk of the 
Haverhill Gas Co pan 1é | 
currently Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees of the H rhill 
Young Women's Chi an 
\ssociation and a Trustee of the 


Lone Tree Council of the 
Scouts of America. He is 
praduate of Dickenson Colleg 
and Bentley College of Accoun- 
ling and Finance. 

Dr. Hart emphasized the im- 
portance of this committee 
assignment as being the key ele- 
ment in the Council's work 
program to improve the health 
of individuals and families in the 
Merrimack Valley. ‘‘Dick Teele 
is the person to head this vital 
regional effort,’’ Dr. Hart said. 

The Regional Health Planning 
Committee is charged with the 
development of a health plan for 
the Merrimack Valley. The com- 
mittee is composed of sixteen 
members, four from each of the 


areas including Greater 
Haverhill, Greater Lawrence, 
Greater Lowell and Greater 


Newburyport. Each of the areas 
will have a committee, made up 
of consumers and providers, 
which will report to the Regional 
Health Planning committee. 

in order to carry out health 
plan development, the Council 
has received a technical 
assistance. award from the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. This award will 
allow the Merrimack Valley 
Health Planning Council to move 
forward immediately on the 
development of a health plan for 
the Valley. 

The first phase of the health 
plan will be written over the next 
three months by local com- 
mittees with the assistance of 
Arthur Young & Company, a 
nationally known consulting firm 
hired by HEW for this project. 
The first phase includes: the 
identification of specific 
measures of personal health 
Status; identification of health 
systems measures; and projec- 
lions of what ma; be expected to 
happen to the health of the people 
of the Merrimack Valley in the 
next few years. Examples of the 
type of measures to be used are 
the number of infant deaths that 
occur per thousand population, 
the number of maternity beds 
per population in the valley, and 
the average length of stay of 
patients in valley hospitals. By 
studying these and other 
measures and by consulting the 
people of the Valley, the Council 
will identify the major health 
problems within the Valley and 
will then start phase two of the 
plan. 

Phase two will be the writing 
ol un action plan to attack the 
identified problems.
